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Seniors 
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To  the  Class  of '77: 

First  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  the  high  honor  you  have 
accorded  me  by  electing  me  as  your  Grand  Marshall.

Any  artist 
requires  a  great  deal  of  his  creation  and  so  God  does  and  will 
require  a  great  deal  of  you.  You  must  reflect,  as  much  as  in  you 
Ues  as  much  of  your  creator  as  possible.  One  of  the  chief  ways  to 
do  this  is  in  continuing  the  learning  process  throughout  life.  As  I 
noted  earUer,  this  involved  work  but  if  perfection  of  knowledge  is 
an  attribute  of  your  Creator,  then  ignorance  can  only  be  a  slap  in 
the  face  of  the  Creator  by  the  Creature.
